"There has been some eritlelsm of-
fered against this good roads plan and
much of it has been of a contradictory
nature. First, fifty million dollars was
entirely too much money, and now. tl'.v
ay. It is not mtarly enough. It Is

more than a fifty 'million-dolla- r proport-
ion. Fifty millions of dollars perhaps
will not completethis system und it
may be that you do not need to bo re-

minded that the .state will receive
several millions of dollars from the
federal government In the next few--

years with which to build good roads.
This federal aid. It Is even estimated
by the opponents of the bond Isnie,
will reach .such an amount as to make
the total of money available for build-
ing good roads seventy or perhaps
seventy-fiv- e millions of dollars.

Will He Money
"The same revenues that are now

lieing used for the dragging and Im-

provement of dirt roads in this state
will pay the entire cost of retiring the
IioikI.s and meeting the interest, and con-

servative estimates on this ivvenue in-

dicate that there will be money left to
turn Into the state treasury of the state.
Two-third- s of the license tax on auto-
mobiles and other motor driven vehicles
will bo first used to meet this expense
nnd oil, ga anil mineral:', as well as
oil of the Income tax.
